Mack Armour and _ Shelly 
Walls asked me to. come _ to 
their farms as soon as possi- 
ble to show them how to take 
soil samples to be sent to the 
laboratory in Auburn, Both of 
these men are making plans 
for 1960. A lot of other farmers 
are also thinking about their 
fertilizer and crop program for 
the new year. 

In talking with these two 
men, I was reminded that 4-H 
elub members who are plan- 
ning corn, cotton and peanut 
demonstrations could also 
make more money on their 
projects in 1960 by taking a soil 
Sample. A soil test costs only 
$1.00. The added income could 
very well be several dollars per 
acre where a soil test is made, 

If you are planning a crop 
demonstration acre for 1960, I 
will be glad to show you how 
to take a soil sample. All the 
supplies needed are in the 
county agent’s office in Enter- 
prise. If you can’t come in, 
send me a card, we will get the 
supplies to you. 

Feeder Pigs 

It’s not official yet, but 
chances are that a special 
feeder pig sale will be held in 
the late spring. The two sales 
held in Ozark this year were 
very successful and several far- 
mers are asking that these spe- 
cial sales be continued. For 
people who want to buy pigs, I 
can’t think of a better time to 
get fresh-off-the - farm, top 
quality, thrifty pigs. 

Fires 

Santa Clause brings a lot of 
joy and happiness, but with 
this joy and happiness there is 
a Teal danger of fires at Christ- 
mas , time. Let's all observe 
these safety precautions with 
our Christmas trees: 

1. Be sure the wiring is good. 
Don’t use frayed and worn out 
wires. 

2. Cut lights out on trees 
when you leave home. 

3. Be sure tree is placed in 
container so that the tree can 
be watered and kept greener, 

4. Don’t place the tree too 
close to open fire or gas heat- 
ers, 

5. Don’t put highly inflam- 
mable materials 
Christmas tree. 

Let's keep Christmas the joy- 
ous season that it’s intended to 
be.

In Collision With Mule Wagon At Night 


Joy in the birth of a son al- 
most turned to tragedy a scant 
24 hours later in an automo- 
bile accident for Robert Mason, 
Dorsey Trailers Sales Promot- 
ion Manager. 

The world looked bright to 
Mason Friday, Dec. 11, wt 6:30 
p.m, when he received a Jong- 
distance telephone call from 
Cookeville, Tenn,, that his wife 
Lucy Dee, had given birth to a 
bouncing seven-pound, 11 oz. 
baby boy, 


Does Good Term 

Next day Mr. Mason made a 
business trip to Dothan and on 
his return picked up a Mr. Pal- 
mer, 84 years old, who had 
missed bus connections in Do- 
than and was trying to get to 
Luverne to make connections 
to Greenville. Mr. Mason car- 
ried the elderly man to Lu- 
verne only to find there were 


no bus connections to Green- 
Ville without going through 
Montgomery, so Mr. Mason 


continued the trip to Green- 
Ville. 

On the return trip, shortly 
after dark, at 6:30 p.m. there 
was a turn of events that al- 
most cost the lives of Mr. Ma- 
son and another man. 


Looms In Dark 

“About two miles southeast 
of the intersection at High- 
Ways 331 and 189, I slowed 
down for a turn”, Mr. Mason 
relates. “It was dark, and the 
black asphalt paving made vi- 
sibility poor. At this point an 
object seemed like a solid wall 
suddenly to loom in front of 
me. Instantively I applied the 
brakes and cut the steering 
wheel to the left. 

“A resounding thyd and the 
Shatter of glass was followed 
by deathly stillness on the 
pitch-dark highway. Terrified 
but unhurt, I ruhed out of the 
car to investigate. Puzzled by 
a mound of sacks on the high- 
way, I looked for signs of life. 
Then I heard moans coming 


‘from the edge of the highway. 


I was strtled to find a man 
sprawled on the shoulder, off 
the highway, face downward, 
holding lines in his hands with 
which he had been drivine a 
team of mules hitched to a wa- 
gon loaded with bags of feed. 


Mules Run Away 

“Don't move”, the man cried 
as I rushed to him. “Stay where 
you are,” or the mules will run 
away. But if was too late. The 
frightened animals, still hitch- 
ed to the front wheels which 
had broken off he wagon, 
bolted. Noting oncoming traffic 
from both directions, I feared 
the possibility of the car being 
hit by other cats, or the mules 
crashing into one of them. I 
backed the car ont the high- 
way shoulder, and hailed pass- 
ing cars. The driver of one of 
them overtook the mules while 
another called the highway pa- 
trol.” 


The mule driver was Homer 
D. Prescott of Route 5, Elba, 
who was taken to Kendrick 
Memorial hospital in Luverne. 
X-rays indicated no internal 
injuries or hurts other than 
minor laceriations on his fing- 
ers, arm and ankle, 


When asked why he was 
backed the car onto the high- 
way in the dark without lights, 
Mr. Prescott said he had a 
flashlight. “Next time you 
drive a team of mules hitched 
to a wagon at night on the 
highway, please hang a lantern 
on the back of the wagon,” Mr. 
Mason suggested.
